up to be a poet when he ends his 
career in the ring, probably is the 
most well read 
man of any one 
fighting today . The shelves of his 
training camp room are lined with 
substantial volumes that not even 
Gene Tunney would mind being 
caught reading. 
Unfortunately , there is one vol­ 
ume that seems to be missing. It’s 
a book , too, that y ou think almost 
any prize fighter might lik e to 
have a look at. 
I refer to the 
Marquis of Queensberry ’s best-sell­ 
er, which has to do with the rules 
that govern a battle of fists be­ 
tween two men. If ever there was 
a man who needed to sit down 
and absorb the contents of the 
Marquis’ book that man is Arm­ 
strong. 
The little Negro welter­ 
weight champion is perhaps the 
most flagrant violator of the rules 
boxing has produced in y ears. Such 
roisterers as Tony Galento, Max 
Baer and A rturo Godoy are more 
violent in their disregard for the 
Marquis* stern admonitions, but 
they aren’t as consistent as Henry . 
Often Suffers Penalties 
Look back over his fights and 
y ou’ll find that he loses an aver­ 
age of three rounds a bout be­ 
cause of his refusal to follow the 
boxing code. 
True, this hasn’t 
hurt him a great deal, because he 
has been so good that he has been 
able to spot most of his opponents 
three or four rounds. 
It did hurt 
him his last fight with Ambers, 
however, and it cost him a decision 
against Ceferino Garcia in Los An­ 
geles last winter. 
There is a good chance that foul 
blows will weigh heavily against 
him when he fights Lew Jenk ins, 
lightweight champion, in an over­ 
weight match at the Polo Grounds 
next Wedensday night. The judges 
in this state are pretty good at 
spotting the sort of things Arm­ 
strong does, and they will be par­ 
ticularly 
watchful 
of 
Henry 
against Jenk ins. The crowd is al­ 
most certain to be for the Texan, 
because he is the smaller man, the 
under dog. By booing, the specta­ 
tors will call attention to any dis­ 
regard of the rules, and the ref­ 
eree cannot help but be influenced 
by this. 
Cro wds Oppo nents Incesstantly 
There are few rules Armstrong 
doesn’t violate in the space of a 
15-round bout. He is a fierce but­ 
ter. His sty le of fighting calls for 
him to stay in close to his man, 
crowd him incessantly , and Henry 
is not particular how he does it. 
He hits low, too. 
I am not sure 
whether he means to or not, be 
cause his sty le calls for an almost 
incessant rain of blows. He throw’s 


these from all angles. 
A vicious 
infighter, Henry finds a great deal 
of use for his elbows and the back s 
of his gloves. If he misses with a 
right he catches his man coming 
back with some part of his arm 
or glove. 
It is too bad that Armstrong 
does not adhere more closely to 
the rules. His rough tactics form 
the only basis for criticism of him 
as a sportsman. 
Out of the ring 
he is quiet, modest, perfectly be­ 
haved. 
Armstrong could tak e a 
lesson from Joe Louis, the heavy ­ 
weight champion. Louis has never 
violated a single item in the box­ 
ing code. 
This despite the fact 
that in at least six of his fights 
he was subjected to every violation 
k nown to man. This is one of the 
main reasons why Joe, even with 
his long string of successes, still is 
the favorite with the crowd. 
For his own good, Armstrong 
should stick to the rules next Wed­ 
nesday . 
He is meeting a y oung, 
tough, on-the-upgrade fighter who 
figures to give him a full and hec­ 
tic evening. 
He may well need 
every round he can possibly win.

very valuable to Hollywood. Yet, 
because Sweeney had had some 
years of obscurity and needed a 
job, Movietown wouldn’t give him 
a chance. 
“Maybe you remember how it 
was with Julius Tannen,” Hecht 
continued. 
“Now there was an 
other good actor—a big shot on 
Broadway 
and 
especially well 
liked. 
He came to Hollywood 
and spent his money and helped 
a lot of people who needed it. He 
got a few parts, but 
not 
good 
enough ones to show 
what 
he 
could do. 
Finally 
the 
studios 
didn’t seem to have anything for 
him. 
“One day his agent heard about, 
a job at Param ount that sounded 
like a pretty good thing, and it 
was just the sort of role he could 
do best. Tannen rushed over. The 
producer looked at him and shook 
his head. 
He said, ‘I want a 
bald-headed man.’ 
“That didn’t faze Tannen, be­ 
cause he wears a toupee. He just 
reached up and took off the top­ 
per with one painful yank. A cou­ 
ple of hunks of scalp came with 
it, but Tannen didn’t mind that 
either. 
“So the 
producer 
looked 
at 
Tannen and shook his head again. 
He said, 
‘Nope—sorry—I can’t 
visualize you as a bald-headed 
man.* ” 
For sheer stupidity and ingrati­ 
tude toward able players, I know 
of nothing to eq ual Hollywood’s 
treatm ent of Hobart Bosworth. 
About five weeks short of his 
7 3rd birthday, a few of his friends 
recently 
helped 
celebrate 
Bos- 
worth’s 55th anniversary as an 
actor. 
On June 30, 188 5, 
he 
played a walk-on bit at the Cali­ 
fornia Theater in San Francisco. 
Two years later he played with 
Maude Adams, who was an in­ 
genue then. 
He played in an 
Augustin Daly company in which 
John Drew w*as the star. 
After 
that, Bosworth became leading 
man for Julia Marlowe and for 
Mrs. Fiske. 
His health broke, and he went 
to the desert to die. 
But he re­ 
covered completely and in May, 
19 09 , appeared in the first motion 
picture made in California. 
It 
was “The Power of the Sultan,” ! 
produced by Colonel Selig, and the 
studio was the drying yard of a 
Chinese laundry in downtown Los1 
Angeles. 
He became a star as| 
well as a director and writer, and 
in the early years of movies did 
much to stabilize and win re­ 
spectability for a wildcat industry. 
After that—but this needn’t be 
an account of w hat Bosworth has 
done. 
The point is that he still 
can do a great deal, but that 
Hollywood won’t hire him. 
Bos­ 
worth himself told me that cast­ 
ing directors seem to think of him 
as just an old has-been, likely to 
prove ex pensive to a studio if his 
health falters in the middle of a 
picture. 
Actually this acotr has an as­ 
tonishing physiq ue and an amaz­ 
ing memory. “Since I came west,” 
he said, “I have not missed one 
day of work through illness. 
I 
box with my son every day when 
he’s in town. I’ll bet I can outrun 
and outswim any man in pictures 
within 20 years of my age. 
“I t’s a good thing I saved some 
of my money when I was making 
plenty of it.”

TWCE BURNED OUT—AT LEAST 
ONCE SHY 
During and after the World war, the United 
States sent a vast volume of goods to Europe. 
It got nothing in return. 
What happened was that great sums of money 
were lent. 
Our goods were b ought with the 
money . When the time came to pay b ack, Eu­ 
rope had no money to pay , and no goods which 
the United States wanted. 
Whatever part of our production was sent to 
Europe during and after the World war turned 
out to have b een really a gift to Europe, what­ 
ever we expected at the time. 
So, thought the United States, w# will b e 
smarter next time. 
Investment in Europe since 
the World war prevailingly took the form of the 
b uilding of American plants there to produce 
goods on the spot within the economies of the 
various countries where the enterprises were 
set up. 
Now that has gone the same way . 
The Ger­ 
man Nazis having overrun country after coun­ 
try , American losses in those countries will reach 
$KX),000,000, the Department of Commerce esti­ 
mates. 
The attitude which will b e taken b y the Ger­ 
man government in its conquered territories is 
well forecast b y what happened in Germany 
itself. 
American plants there 
during 
recent 
y ears simply failed to y ield any return to Ameri­ 
can owners b ecause the Nazi sy stem of exchange 
control permits almost no money to b e paid out 
to foreigners. 
In a sense, the b uilding of such 
plants was simply a gift to Germany . 
Such, it is reasonab le to expect, will b e the fate 
of American enterprises in Belgium, Denmark, 
Holland and France, Poland, Czechoslovakia, and 
Austria. 
Since scarcely any b ody would advocate send­ 
ing an expeditionary force to recapture the Gen­ 
eral Motors plant in Germany or the Standard 
Oil refinery in Holland, the United States is now 
squarely up against the question, can any thing 
b e done at all? 
Prob ab ly not, though a study Is now b eing 
made of foreign assets in the United States own­ 
ed b y nationals of the countries which have con­ 
fiscated our own. 
Possib ly a little confi.scating 
might b e done here in partial compensation. 
But the United States, as Mexico knows, i.s dead 
set against confiscation.

If we b elieve, as the greatest Teacher taught 
us to b elieve, that the hairs of each man's head 
are numb ered, that is, that each man has certain 
inalienab le rights that no one has a right to take 
away from him, then certainly we would have to 
concede that those people who are excluded would 
hava to b e taken care of. And if this taking care 
of other people reduces the total production and, 
thus, the real wages that each worker can receive, 
then collective b argaining, instead of helping the 
workers as a whole, b y any logical method that 
may b e used, is not humane, not just and not 
Christian and lowers the average wage of all 
workers. 
The columns of this paper are open to any ad­ 
vocate of collective b argaining who will answer 
questions along these lines, to refute the ab ove 
conclusion that collective b argaining is not b ene­ 
ficial to the working class of people, when it is 
used to limit apprecentices or to set arb itrary 
wages that results in reducing the amount of prod­ 
ucts that can b e exchanged for given amount of 
other products.

ENFORCE THE RULES OF THE 
GAME 
Playing g ames according to the 
rules is one of the important 
means of character training that 
school and home and community 
can readily offer the children. 
The rules are essential. No rules 
should mean no g ames. Some chil­ 
dren find it hard to understand 
that. 
Some 
cry 
when 
ruled 
ag airust; some quit. 
Some try to 
arg ue it out. In the end they must 
take the ruling or be counted out. 
This discipline of the g ame is 
more effective on the character of 
the children than the usual dis­ 
cipline of home and classroom, be­ 
cause it is administered imper­ 
sonally—by the g ame. 
Children 
soon see that nobody did anything 
to them when the rule went 
ag ainst them. 
They put them­ 
selves in the wrong place and the 
rule worked. 
It would work just 
the same for anybody else. They 
accept It and learn that there is a 
rig ht way that wins, a wrong 
way that loses. 
Quitter Not Wanted 
There is alway» s a brig ht child 
who tries to alter the rules to suit 
himself. 
“We won’t play the old 
way. 
We won’t take points off 
for g oing off bounds.” 
He g oes 
off bounds by overshooting the 
m ark almost every time. 
The other boys look at him in 
astonishment. 
“Nothing doing . 
Stick to the rules. You g o outside 
you lose ten points and no fool­ 
ing .” 
He arg ues. 
The boys hold to 
the rules. He refuses to play and 
takes the ball home. 
The boy» s 
make another out of rag s and 
paper and the g ame g oes on ac­ 
cording to the rules. 
The quitter 
finds himself alone with his ball. 
He learns to be a g ood sport the 
hard way. 
If it were not for the 
rules he would never learn. 
Rules on the play lot come in 
handy but they must be the rules 
of the g ame, not those set up by 
somebody 
for 
his 
convenience. 
They must not be intruded upon 
by rules of behavior. 
The play­ 
g round supervisor who makes a 
lot of rules for the control of the 
playg round soon finds himself in 
conflict with the players. 
The 
rules about waste-baskets, chew­ 
ing g um, w ater and noise mig ht 
better be skipped. 
Let the g ame 
hold the center of interest and all 
the other rules will be needless. 
Handicaps and Umpires 
Occasionally 
w e a ke r players 
w ant the rules chang ed. 
Th y 
cannot win if they are held strict­ 
ly to the rules. 
Let the rules 
stand. Play the g ame. 
Give the 
weaker players or the weaker 
team, a handicap. That handicap 
should be set by an experienced 
older person and not by any 
player. 
It g ives the weaker side 
enoug h points to balance the skill 
of the opponents. 
It does not 
favor one or the other. It allows 
th* g ame to be played as the

Angelica is one of the most in­ 
teresting herbs, of v alue for its 
tropical-look ing foliage, and for its 
stems, seeds, roots, and leav es. 
The garden v ariety is Angelica 
archangelica, or Archangelica off­ 
icinalis. 
The most common wild 
v ariety, A. atropurpú rea has the 
same properties medically, as A. 
officinalis. 
A. 
atropurpú rea 
is 
better k nown as Masterwort, Lin- 
wort, or Purple Angelica. 
It is 
nativ e in damp places from Lab­ 
rador to Delaware, and west to 
Minnesota. 
While A. officinalis lik ewise pre­ 
fers damp soil, it will thriv e in 
ordinary garden 
soil. 
It 
lik es 
shade and is a decorativ e plant 
for north walls and shady borders. 
Put it in the back , as it oftens 
grows as high as six feet. 
The seeds are not apt to germ­ 
inate unless they are fresh, so the 
best way to get a start is by 
procuring a plant or shoot. Then 
when it blossoms, the newly-ripe­ 
ned seeds can be sown at once. 
Angelica is a biennial, in that the 
plant dies after blooming, which 
is usually the third ,year, but. it 
can be made perennial by cutting 
it back in June or early July, so 
that it does not blossom. 
The stems so cut may be candied 
(French rhubarb) or cook ed with
